THIRDLY  If  at  the  decease  of  my  beloved  wife  there  is 
any  part  of  my  estate  remaining  after  taking  out  her  necessary 
support  and  maintenance  I  give  and  will  to  my  beloved  nephew 
Henry  Hillman  fifty  dollars  and  to  the  children  of  my  deceased 
son  Henry  Hillman  five  uollars  to  be  equally  divided  between  them. 

FOUuTHLY  It  is  my  will  and  pleasure  that  the  remainder 
of  my  estate  if  any  be  equally  *.  ivided  between  my  beloved  chil¬ 
dren  Ephraim  Ivi.  Hillman,  Sally  Ash,  the  wife  of  Peter  Ash  and 
Susan  Ferguson  the  wife  of  John  Ferguson  or  in  case  of  theii 
decease  to  their  children. 

FIFTHLY  I  do  hereby  appoint  my  beloved  son  Ephriim  M. 
Hillman  executor  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.
